GRAIN AND FEED 


SOVIETS Announce 1987 Agriculture Results. The USSR announced its 
agriculture results for last year in the 1987 plan fulfillment report that was 
published in the Soviet central press on January 24, The reported data, along 
with comparisons from the Soviet statistical yearbook for 1986, are shown 
below. To give additional perspective, the 1988 plan figures are also shown. 
Data are in million metric tons.

The report also noted that in 1987, total grain yields averaged 1.83 
tons per hectare. That is the second highest on record--1.85 tons per hectare 
was achieved in 1978--and larger than the 1.80 tons reported for the 1986 
harvest. 


Regarding preparations for the 1988 harvest, the report stated that 
last fall, winter crops seeded under the system of intensive technology 
totaled 17.2 million hectares, which was below plan, according to the Soviet 
statement.

DAIRY, LIVESTOCK AND POULTRY 


JAPANESE Market for U.S. Bovine Genetics Strengthens. Japan imported 
nearly 27,000 units of bovine semen during Japanese fiscal year 1986 (April- 
March); the majority of this semen was from the United States. During the 
first six months of Japanese fiscal year 1987, imports had already reached 
28,300 units, with just over 20,000 from the United States. Japan is among 
the top 10 markets for U.S. bull semen. 


During its fiscal 1986, Japan also imported 58 dairy bulls, mostly 
from the United States. This was most likely an effort by the Japanese Semen 
Organization to meet the competition from high quality imported semen. The 
first half of 1987 showed a marked increase in the imports of bred heifers, 
mostly from the United States. This demonstrates the growing understanding of 
the Japanese dairy industry of the importance of maternal genetics in building 
productive herds. 


COTTON 


Monthly U.S. Cotton Exports Climb. U.S. cotton exports continued to 
increase in November, reaching 615,000 bales, the highest November level since 
1979. Cumulative August-November exports were 1.7 million bales. Crop year 
1987/88 exports are forecast at 7.1 million bales. USDA's export sales report 
indicates December export movement continued at a rapid pace totaling 710,000 
bales in the five-week period ending December 31. Leading foreign markets are 
Japan, South Korea, the European Community and Taiwan. 


FRUITS 


MEXICAN Processing Tomato Production Forecast To Decline. In Mexico, 
1988 processing tomato production is forecast at 377,000 tons, about 1 percent 
below 1987, according to a report from the U.S. agricultural counselor in 
Mexico City. Area planted, estimated at 8,800 hectares, is down slightly 
because low prices last season discouraged producers and caused the government 
and producer associations to recommend that plantings be reduced. Output in 
1987, estimated at 383,000 tons, was up over 20 percent due to a 10-percent 
increase in area. and favorable weather during much of the growing season. 
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Output of Processing Tomatoes Continues To Decline in TAIWAN. 
Production of processing tomatoes in Taiwan in 1988 is forecast at 205,000 
tons, 25 percent below 1987, according to a report from the U.S. agricultural 
officer in Taipei. Planted area is estimated at 3,200 hectares, about 25 
ane i below 1987 and less than two-fifths of the 8,500 hectares planted in 

984. The decline has occurred because other crops, particularly corn and 
peanuts, have been more profitable and are less labor intensive. In addition, 
a dispute about the contract price for tomatoes delayed planting which will 


shorten the harvest period because most tomato land is used for rice during 
the summer months. 


WEEKLY EXCHANGE RATE DEVELOPMENTS 


During the week ending January 22, the dollar declined following the 
release of Japan's December trade figures which showed a widening trade 
surplus with the United States. This announcement undercut the support for 
the dollar that had resulted from the previous week's report of a sharp drop 
in the U.S. trade deficit for November. However, by the end of the week, the 
dollar was up against most major currencies.
